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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1968 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1968. 

The  Urban  District  of  Wymondham  covers  10,950  acres  and  had  an 
estimated  mid-year  resident  population  of  7? 320  an  increase  of  540 
persons  over  the  previous  year. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  great  medical  catastrophies 
or  epidemics  occurred  during  the  year  under  view.  Infectious  disease 
in  children  appears  to  be  well  under  control  and  with  the  advent  of  an 
effective  measles  vaccine  we  can  hope  that  the  incidence  of  this  will 
also  rapidly  fall.  Throat  infections  caused  by  haemolytic  streptococci 
resulted  in  some  loss  of  schooling  but  the  previous  complications  we 
used  to  see  such  as  rheumatic  fever  and  nephritis  seem  to  have  been 
almost  completely  eliminated  by  the  effective  treatment  with  modem 
antibiotics.  Bowel  infections  with  salmonella  organisms  still  cause 
outbreaks  of  diarrhoea  from  time  to  time  and  emphasise  the  constant 
need  for  care  in  food  preparation,  cooking  and  handling.  The  need  for 
scrupulous  cleanliness  in  food  handlers  is  still  all  too  frequently 
neglected. 


The  average  age  at  death  gets  ever  higher  in  this  part  of  Norfolk 
v/hich  we  are  lucky  enough  to  live.  Perhaps  the  stresses  and  strains 
are  not  so  great  here  as  in  other  parts;  but  there  is  still  no  cause  for 
complacency.  Concerning  infectious  diseases,  we  may  justifiably  boast 
that  we  are  largely  operating  a  National  Health  Service;  but  for  many 
other  avoidable  complaints  we  are  still  all  too  happy  to  squander  the 
great  bulk  of  our  financial  resources  devoted  to  medicine  as  a  whole 
on  a  National  Sickness  Service,  Tie  hospitals  devouring  the  vast 
majority  available.  The  fault  lies  not  with  the  personnel  dealing  with 
disease  but  to  the  lack  of  financial  resources  available  to  prove  the 
root  causes  of  those  diseases  which  we  believe  are  largely  avoidable, 
if  not  completely,  at  least  until  a  later  age. 

Those  of  us  in  Public  Health  Service  repeatedly  plug  this  theme 
and  there  is  more  than  enough  evidence  to  shov;  that  we  are  right. 

Yet  scorning  youth  sheeplike  follows  the  bad  examples  of  middle  age 
and  the  not-so-young  gradually  drift  into  over-eating  and  inactivity. 

The  middle  agedand  elderly  avoid  what  could  be  an  uncomfortable 
discipline  by  burying  their  heads  in  the  sand  or  by  the  pretence  of 
a  bold  fatalism.  Only  a  few  grasp  the  nettle  firmly  in  the  hope  of  an 
active  old  age  if  not  a  prolonged  one  and  the  avoidance  of  being  an 
unnecessary  burden  on  others.  Perhaps  many  more  would  take  a  more 
sensible  course  through  life  if  they  knew  more  about  the  maintenance 
of  good  health.  Health  education  at  a  local  level  is  indispensable 
for  this  purpose  and  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  by  small  but 
enthusiastic  groups  disseminating  information  about  preventive 
measures  to  all  who  are  willing  to  listen  and  learn. 


May  I  end  this  report  as  I  did  the  one  for  1967  by  drawing 
your  attention  to  the  illegitimate  birth  rate.  I  do  this  because  I 
feel  that  as  the  drip  of  water  gradually  impresses  the  stone  so  my 
little  bit  of  propaganda  for  a  subject  which  is  still  very  much  a 
taboo  may  gradually  awaken  our  consciences  to  what  I  believe  is 
largely  a  public  responsibility.  I  believe  the  tragedy  of  illegitimate 
birth  is  one  which  should  be  completely  avoided  in  this  day  and  age 
and  whatever  the  intimate  causes  of  its  occurrence  its  prevention  by 
medical  means  is  still  being  delayed  by’ ignorance  and  lack  of  public 
demand  for  suitable  preventive  services.  Sex  eduction  is  still  largely 
avoided  in  schools,  one  headmaster  even  going  so  far  as  to  believe  he 
would  precipitate  sex  orgies  if  he  allowed  the  subject  in  his 
co- educational  school!  If  the  animal  is  so  near  the  surface  in  the 
children  of  our  advanced,  civilised  society,  then  all  the  more  reason 
for  utilising  every  facility  possible  to  prevent  undesirable 
consequences  and  the  mental  anguish  which  is  suffered  by  all  concerned. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Health  Committee  and  their  Chairman  for 
their  never  failing  support  and  also  to  members  of  the  Health  staff 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Twenty  pre-war  Council  Houses  were  modernised  during  the  year  by  installing 
baths,  lavatory  basins,  internal  W.C’s,  new  sinks  and  draining  boards  and  hot 
water  system  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  in  hand  on  a  further  ten  houses 
at  Melton  Road.

He  ad works 

The  statutory  supply  of  the  Urban  Oounr.iJ  *3  water  undertaking  is  the  whole 
of  the  Urban  7 i strict  and  approximately  950  acres  within  the  Rural  District  of 
Forehoe  &  Hensfcead.  In  addition  about  39,000,000  gallons  of  water  is  supplied 
in  bulk  annually  to  the  latter  Rural  District. 

The  pumping  station  is  situated  at  Wicklewood  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Forehoe  &  Henstead.  The  headworks  comprise  five  12"  boreholes  approximately 
300  ft.  in  depth.  The  normal  average  rest  level  is  81  r  5"  and  the  pumping 
level  (at  8, COO  g.p.h.)  99 7  6",  The  concrete  reservoir  has  a  capacity  of 
24-0,000  gallons,  the  top  water  level  being  226  ft.  above  ordnance  datum. 

The  water  is  softened,  aerated  and  chlorinated, 

.Boreholes  Nos.  1,  3  and  5  are  capable  of  pumping  10,000  gallons  per  hour 
and  boreholes  Nos.  2  and  A  are  capable  of  about  6,000  gallons  per  hour.

Softening  Plant. 


The  Base  Exchange  Softening  Plant  has  operated  satisfactorily  except  for 
a  short  period  from  31st  December  1 968  to  11th  January  1 969  when  it  was  out 
of  use  due  eo  an  electrical  fault  on  the  regeneration  unit.  Unsoftened  water 
was  pumped  direct  to  the  reservoir  during  this  time. 
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The  daily  output  of  the  plant  for  the  first  eight  months  to  30th  August 
averaged  233,080  gallons  of  water  reduced  to  zero  from  a  hardness  of  26.2° 
which  when  blended  produced  474,269  gallons  to  supply  with  a  hardness  of  10.3  . 
The  output  meter  was  faulty  for  the  remaining  four  months. 

Chlorination. 


This  is  carried  out  using  a  Wallace  &  Tiernan  Ltd. ,  V-Notch  Junior 
Solution  Feed  Chlorinator,  type  A.741B,  to  give  a  residual  dose  rate  of  .1  p.p.m. 

Distribution  System 

The  total  mileage  of  mains  under  the  control  of  the  Council  is  about  30 
miles. 

Burst  water  mains  occurred  at:- 

3"  main  London  Road 
7"  main  Becketswell  Bridge 

Both  the  fractures  were  repaired  by  the  Council  staff.  The  7"  main  at 
Becketswell  Bridge  was  located  at  a  depth  of  about  8'  0"  in  very  wet  ground 
which  necessitated  steel  sheet  piling  of  the  trench  and  continuous  pumping. 

A  water  supply  was  maintained  during  thi^  period  by  bypassing  this  section, 
but  the  pressure  was  reduced  during  periods  of  maximum  demand. 

A  fire  hydrant  in  Station  Road  had  to  be  renewed  and  this  work  was  carried 
out  during  the  night  to  reduce  inconvenience  to  consumers.

Work  of  laying  on  a  3n  emergency  supply  to  the  Wymondham  College  water 
tower  by  the  Education  Authority  was  completed.  This  will  only  be  used  in  the 
event  of  a  breakdown  at  their  own  source  of  supply. 

Reinforcement  of  Distribution  System. 

Work  of  reinforcing  the  distribution  system  was  commenced  on  22nd  November 
by  the  appointed  Contractors,  Messrs.  Pointers.  This  scheme  consists  of:- 

(a)  Laying  9"  main  to  the  booster  and  the  cleansing  of  the  7”  main 

if  required. 

(b)  Increasing  the  capacity  of  the  booster  station;  and 

(c)  Laying  new  10”  ring  main.

During  the  year  the  Council  received  details  from  the  East  Suffolk  and 
Norfolk  River  Authority  of  a  charging  scheme  to  be  introduced  as  from  the  1st 
April,  1969.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  levying  of  charges  in  respect  of 
Licence  to  abstract  water  which  will  be  calculated  by  reference  to  the  quantity 
of  water  authorised  to  be  extracted.

Reyroupinr-  of  Water  Undertakings 

South  Norfolk  Water  Board. 

A  copy  of  the  Draft  of  the  South  Norfolk  Water  Board  Order  i960  was 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  together  with 
explanatory  notes  setting  out  proposed  authorised  charges  and  transitional 
arrangements  in  the  form  of  differential  water  rates  and  charges  for  meter

supplies.  It  also  laid  down  the  size  of  the  Board  and  the  number  of  members 
to  be  elected  from  each  of  the  constituent  Authorities. 

Sampling 

A  total  of  36  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various  sections  of  the 
distribution  system  for  bacteriological  examination,  11  as  routine  samples 
and  23  from  various  new  mains. 

Where  samples  from  new  mains  were  unsatisfactory  the  mains  were  resterilised 
and  further  samples  taken  with  satisfactory  results. 

In  addition  four  samples  were  taken  from  private  wells  and  bores. 

Details  of  full  chemical  analysis  of  the  raw  water  is  given  on  Folio  11  . 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE 
Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  works  include  screens,  detritus  tanks,  sedimentation  tanks, 
bacteriological  filters,  humus  tanks,  oonventional  sludge  drying  beds  and  storm 
water  tanks. 

.it  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  thought  that  the  recirculation  system 
set  up  in  1967  would  provide  a  satisfactory  effluent  but  regular  samples  taken 
proved  otherwise.  Representations  were  made  by  the  East  Suffolk  &  Norfolk 
River  Authority  regarding  the  unsatisfactory  effluent  being  discharged  to  the 
River  Tiffey.  The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  carried  out  experimental  work  utilising 
the  storm  water  tanks  for  re-cycling  in  addition  to  recirculation  through  the 
filters,  which  proved  successful  in  producing  an  acceptable  standard  of  effluent. 

The  Council  have  given  instructions  to  provide  temporary  plant  to  enable  the 
above  system  to  be  operated  until  the  works  are  reconstructed. 

The  works  are  overloaded  both  bacteriologically  and  hydrolically  and  parts 
are  subject  to  flooding. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  instructed  to  prepare  a  scheme 
for  reconstruction  and  enlargement  of  the  works. 

The  usual  difficulties  were  experienced  in  the  disposal  of  sludge  from  the 
drying  beds. 

The  heavy  rain  on  the  15th  and  1 6th  of  September  caused  serious  flooding 
and  parts  of  the  sewage  treatment  works  were  completely  submerged  by  the  flood  .  r 
water  including  sludge  beds,  pump  chambers  and  filters,  these  being  affected 
for  several  days.  A  considerable  amount  of  work  was  involved  in  pumping,  out 
and  clearing  up  afterwards. 

Sewerage  System 

Further  to  the  last  Annual  Report,  it  was  mentioned  that  due  to  the 
development  of  the  town,  the  main  outfall  sewer  has  become  overloaded  and  the 
County  Public  Health  Engineer  acting  as  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers 
have  been  instructed  to  prepare  a  report.  There  were  no  further  developments 
during  the  year. 

Serious  surcharging  of  the  foul  and  surface  sewers  took  place  after  the 
heavy  rain  previously  mentioned.  The  foul  sewer  continued  to  be  surcharged 
until  the  Wednesday  following  the  storms,  showing  that  a  considerable  amount  of 
surface  water  was  entering  the  foul  sewer.

Proposed  Laboratory 


The  Council  decided  to  participate  in  the  above  scheme  proposed  by  the 
County  Public  Health  Engineer  to  establish  a  static  or  mobile  laboratory  for 
the  analysis  of  sewage  effluent  and  other  samples ,  including  an  advisory 
service  on  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  sewage  disposal  works.  It  was 
envisaged  that  the  cost  of  the  scheme  would  be  apportioned  between  the 
participating  Authorities. 

Cesspools 

The  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  empties  cesspools  when  necessary 
within  the  Urban  District.  The  Rural  District  Council  charges  your  Council 
R2  per  load.  Where  no  sewer  is  available  the  Council  recovers  £1  per  load 
from  the  person  requiring  this  service  and  in  other  cases  the  full  cost  of 
.82  is  recovered. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  1.8  cu.yd.  Dual  Tip  Refuse  Collection  vehicle  with  Packer  Plate, 
purchased  in  October,  19^7j  has  given  good  service  during  the  year.  The 
above  vehicle  collects  all  the  domestic  refuse  within  the  town  and  some  of 
the  trade  refuse  is  collected  by  lorry. 

There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  in  the  town  area  and 
a  fortnightly  collection  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  district.  The  rural 
parts  of  the  district  are  collected  by  a  Contractor,  and  the  weekly 
collection  on  the  Lizard  is  also  carried  out  by  a  Contractor  as  the  new 
refuse  vehicle  is  too  large  to  go  under  the  Lizard  bridge.

Pail  closets  within  the  weekly  collection  area  are  emptied  by  the  refuse 
collectors  using  the  highway  lorry  as  the  new  refuse  vehicle  is  unsuitable. 
The  number  of  pail  closets  emptied  weekly  is  now  44. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  and  a  charge  made  of  3d.  in  the  pound  of 
the  Rateable  Value  of  the  premises  concerned. 

Domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  Strayground  Lane 
tip.  Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  as  and  when  suitable  covering 
material  is  available. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  a  local  contractor  to  tidy  up  and 
level  the  top  of  the  tip  at  least  once  a  week,  and  this  has  enabled  the  tip 
to  be  maintained  in  a  much  more  satisfactory  condition.

Refuse  Disposal  Working  Party. 


A  report  from  the  Secretary  stated  that  a  series  of  meetings  had  taken 
place  and  consideration  was  given  to  reports  by  two  technical  sub-committees. 
Following  these  reports  consultation  had  taken  place  with  the  Norfolk  County 
Council  and  Norwich  City  Borough  Council’s  Planning  Departments  and  coupled 
with  technical  advice  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Loca}. 
Government  it  was  agreed  in  principle  that  the  long  tern  solution  to  refuse 
disposal  problems  called  for  ’‘.he  provision  of  one  central  disposal  point, 
served  by  several  smaller  transfer  stations.  Further  investigations  are 
being  undertaken  and  a  final  report  may  be  expected  next  year.

Remarks : - 

Only  minor  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  analysis  of  this  water  since  it 
was  examined  a  year  ago  (see  our  Cert. U. 693).  The  organic  quality  of  the  water 
is  good  and  there  is  no  chemical  evidence  of  pollution.  The  iron  content  is 
slightly  higher  than  it  was  last  year  but  is  still  much  less  than  was  present 
in  1967.  Provided  the  iron  is  removed  by  appropriate  treatment,  this  water 
should  then  be  suitable  for  use  as  a  public  supply.
